THE PROSECUTION, 

SOME INTERESTING TESTIMONY. 
The most important witness for the prosecu- 
tion in the Hickey trial was brought forward 
rday morning. Martin Flannigan, ex-letect- 
ive, who made the affidavit on which the Jost 
based its charges against the Superintendent of 
Police, was in the Council Chamber promptly at 
the opening of the miniature Court. The attor- 
neys were present, except Mr. Trude, and of the 
Council Committee who constitute the Court of 

Trial all but Ald. Niesen were on hand. 

OFFICER FREDERICK BURGER 
was sworn. He was attached to the Cottage 
Grove Station, and had been on the force over 
three years. He knew of cases of arrest for 
robbery in his precinct, but knew of no cases 
which were let go before being brought to the 
Central Station. He didn’t know whether there 
was a corrupt Ring on the South Side among po- 
lice authorities. He did not know whether 
Hickey favored certain criminais or not, but 
thought mot. He thought the police force was 
efficient. He had known Hickey for thirteen 
years, and had always considered him 
an honest and capable officer. 


le had never had a conversation with his fellow- 


sfficers about the Superintendent or about the 
charges against him. The matter had been 
mentioned in his presence, but he wouldn’t 
swear that men had not told him the charges 
were true. He had been notified to come down 
to testify, though he did not know what for. 
Ald. Gilbert—Did you go to a certain gentle- 
man’s house and tell him you could give evi- 


dence. 

Witness—No; I was passing by and spoke 
about the trial. 

Ald. Gilbert—Didn’t you tell him the police 
force was as corrupt as hell? 

Witness—Well, I don’t know——'

He didfi’t say to Gibbons that a cous- 
in of Hickey’s was hanging around the Cottage 
Grove Station as a gobetween for thieves and 
llickey. No one had advised him not to testify 
against Hickey. 

The replies of the witness surprised the Com- 
mittee not a little, and they didn't know what to 
eay. Finally, after much persuasion, he was in- 
duced to tell the circumstances of his talk with 
Gibbons. He had come by Gibbons’ house on 
Twenty-fifth street and met Gibbons, who asked 
him about the Hickey matter. He te Gibbons 
that he didn't know anything about Hickey, and he 
didn’t talk with Gibbons at all about the case. 
Gibbons was a real-estate man. 

The witness denied every statement inferred in 
the questions of Ald.

Srrrme Bui has been heard from again, 
this time as an applicant for peace and pro- 
visions at Fort Peck.

hands of Col. Mus command, who over- 
took the hostiles at Cedar Creek on the 2ist 
of October, and for two days fought and 
chased them sixty miles in the direction of 
Fort Peck. There the Indians separated into 
two parties, and the next heard of Srrrmo 
Butt was a message that he was coming 
in with his mind made up to accept an in- 
definite armistice and a restoration of the 
status guo ante bellum. 


The legal bearings of the gas question are 
in a fair way to be determined by high judi- 
cial authority. C. K. Garrison, a prominent 
New York stockholder in the People’s Gas- 
Light and Coke Company, hus filed a bill in 
the United States Circuit Court praying an 
injunction to restrain the city authorities 
from using oil for lighting the streets 
f the West Division in accord- 
ance with the recent ultimatum of 
the Common Council. The binding force of

labor employed is that of the 
negro. The industrial whites are superin- 
tendents, agents, clerks, or foremen, but over 
90 per cent of the product of all kinds 
is that of negro labor. It is the only labor 
in these States. The white race as a class in 
these States has never labored, and never 
will labor; the white men in that region 
who do manual labor have always been 
socially degraded, and are regarded as “‘low ” 
to-day, as they were before the War. Caste 
is stronger than law, and stronger than jus- 
tice. The law of labor at the North is re- 
versed. Here, the men who toil and pro- 
duce, whether on the farm or in the mine, 
shop, or in any other form of labor, consti- 
tute the bulk of the people and exercise the 


icontrolling power in politics. At the South, 


the man, whether he be white or black, who 
earns more than he consumes is pronounced 
degraded, and 90 per cent of the men who 
produce by labor are not only pronounced 
degraded, but are denied political privileges, — 
are excluded from thé possession of the soil 
they cultivate,—and, though no longer salable 
at auction as chattels, are as dependent for the 
food they eat upon the small, select class 
who live upon their labor as they ever were 
as slaves. 5 

These people, the only producers of the 
South, are ignored politically by the non- 
producing whites. Where the whites are in 
a majority, the negroes submit of necessity 
to the laws and to the rulers provided for 
them. Where the whites are in a minority, 
they deny the right of the majority to gov- 
ern, and when the negro attempts to exer- 
cise his political power he is met by the 
shot-gun and the rifle, and he acts, talks, 
and votes at the peril of his life. There is 
no peace, and no safety for the lives of the 
negroes in those States unless they refrain 
from voting, or vote as the white rulers di- 
rect. We invite the attention of the pro- 
ducers of the North to two statements on 
this subject. The first is by Mr. Bam: 

I was talking with a Southern man the other day 
about this, and he attempted to justify it, and 
said it was right, and sneered and jeered at the 
idea of the negro being permitied to vote. He 
said it was absurd. Well, I said to him, My 
friend, you live in the South?“ Tes, he re- 
plied. ** Well, you brag of your eotton crop down 
there.” Tes, he said, we raise a cotton 
crop of $300, 000,000." And tobacco?” ‘Yes, 
we raise a tobacco crop of 5100, 000, 000. 
“And corm, and rice, and hemp, and su- 
garr’ Oh, yes,” be said., me whole thing 
is over $500,000,000 annually.” ‘* Well, I wich 
you would state to me just what proportion of this 
great aggregate, thie vast sum, is raised by the 
niggers, as you call hem. and bow much by white 
men.“ Oh. he said. the negroes raise pretty 
much all.. Ten, I said, ‘‘ according to your 
own statement, apon aay fair deal between man 
end man, the negre seems the only man down 
South that is entitied to vote.” ‘* Muzzle not the 
ex that treadeth out the corn.” That's Scripture— 
and good sense. too. I merely remarked that it 
was Scripture for the benefit of some Democrats in 
the house. [Langhter.} But it's good sense. And 
thie very day and hour, although the negroes are in 
the minority in the South, constituting somewhat 
more than one-third, but not one-half, of the peo- 
ple, are those whe produce more than 90 per 
cent of gil that is produced there. They are at 
work, hoeing cor: and raising cotton. while these 
men, who are secking to deprive them of their 
right te vote, are at the corner groceriea, drinking 
bad whisky and damning the Yankees.

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In the cities and towns the mechanics and

white *‘ boss.” Now comes the authorized 
declaration that the white or employing and 
land-owning class have vowed by d solemn 
oath before God” to rent no land to any negro 
who shall vote the Republican ticket at the 
I election ; to hire no laborer who shall 
‘vote the Republican ticket; to hire no 
mechanic or workman in any capacity who 
shall vote the Republican ticket; that no ad- 
vances of food shall be made to any person 
working on share contracts; that no negro 
voting the Republican ticket shall occupy a 
hut, or cabin, er house, in which to live with 
‘his family. 

Here, then, we have the minority, which is 
‘at the same time the exclusive owner of the 
land, bound by ‘‘a solemn oath before God ” 
that every man who shall vote the Repub- 
lican ticket next week shall be evicted from 
whatever habitation he occupies, and shall 
be denied the means of procuring food, 
and shall be denied food itself, and thus, with 
his family, shall be reduced to starvation and 
death. Compared with this wholesale and 
infamous proscription for mere opinions 
sake, the shot-gun and the rifle are humane 
instruments of oppression ; and yet these very 
people who are thus brought to the alterna- 
tive of starvation or voting against their con- 
victions are the only laborers and mechanics 
in the State. They produce by their labor 
every pound of cotton and of rice, all 
the food, and all the bread and meat, and do 
all the mechanical work done in the State. 
They are the only men who produce any- 
thing to eat, wear, or to sell, and, though 
they are largely in the majority, they must 
vote the Democratic ticket, or, with their 
families, starve. 

We submit this barbarity, this extreme 
cruelty, this wholesale proscription of the 
whole laboring and industrial population of a 
State, to the consideration of the free peo- 
ple of the North, where the only reputable 
citizens are those who earn the bread they 
eat, and where no class is recognized that 
claims an exemption from labor and the right 
to govern those who do as slaves. This 
South Carolina oath is an alien among 
American institutions. It is a crime against 
national liberty. It is barbarous and in- 
famous, and repulsive to all the instincts of 
free people. This “‘ oath before God” to re- 
duce every man who votes the Republican 
ticket to starvation is a device to elect TH- 
DEN, to coerce the vote of South Carolina 
for the candidate of Tammany Hall, and 
should be rebuked by every man in the

NEW YORK. 

It is now believed that there will be a rea- 
sonably fair and honest election in the Cities 
of New York and Brooklyn, and this belief 
inspires the Republicans with strong faith 
that they are going to carry the State by a 
handsome majority. The registration in 
New York is completed, and foots up 183,- 
000 in round numbers. The Tammany 
leaders express grievous disappointment, as 
they had calculated on a registration of not 
less than 200,000 names, of which, accord- 
ing to precedent, about 180,000 would be 
polled, and out of that vote Tammany ex- 
pected that Trupzn would have 65,000 to 
70,000 majority. Past experience shows that 
never more than about 90 per cent of the total 
registration is cast in the shape of votes. 
The strong probability is that the vote 
cast in New York next Tuesday will not 
exceed 165,000. Of this number, the Repub- 
licans claim 65,000 at the very lowest, which 
would leave 100,000 for Tun, giving him 
35,000 majority. Four years ago the Demo- 
cratic majority was only 21,000, but that was 
a favorable year for the Republicans, IN. 
DEN carried the city in the tidal- wave year 
| of 1874 by 42,528 ; but last fall, on an equal- 
ly heavy vote, the Democratic majority was 
cut down to 30,677. The New York Tribune 
is confident that TD will not get to ex- 
ceed 35,000 majority in the city.

THE HOXIE FRAUDS—-HOW TO MEET THEM. 


There is no longer the slightest doubt of 
the purpose of the Hoxn crowd to carry the 
First Congressional District by fraud. The 
fact is not denied by any Democrats, and is 
openly boasted of by those who are in the 
Ring. A reputable gentleman of this city is 
reported as having heard Hoxze himself, on 
a railroad train at the East, proclaiming that 
he was a candidate for Congress, that votes 
were for sale this year, and that he was pre- 
pared to buy them ; and further, it is said 
that Hoxie entered into the details of some 
arrangements he had already made to that 
its devotion to Tuo and its ardent desire 
for the success of the Democratic party, thus 
denounces the Hoxie scheme: 

In the First District, —the disreputable haunts of 
the city, —reeking with lawless men and abandoned 
women, a mob rushed into a so-called convention 
and selected an illiterate nobody with a great store 
of easily and dubiously acquired money, and thrust 
him upon the people asa reform candidate for 
Congress. With Hoxre’s estimate of the party to 
which he is now attached he is perhaps justified in 
buying his way to Congress, but the decent voters 
should not be deluded as to the facts in the case. 


A vote for him, should he have the effrontery to 


stand until election, isa vote for the larger license 
of all the debauchery known in the haunts of 
crime. When the slums were stripped of their 
tenantry to swell his following, then were promises 
as well as bribes given. The sharks who play 
upon public innocence and ‘insecurity were never 
lured into such vigorous support of the railroad 
candidate through mere fellow-feeling, though it 
is not unlikely that the claims of association went 
along way. The payment of Hoxrse’s money to 
the slumgullions of the lowest degree is not a mat- 
ter of report; it is a matter of boast by the recip- 
ients themselves. The night before the so-called 
Convention a half-dozen tipsy strikers made 
known with loud boasts that they had the money 
to push their pal through in spite of all 
bell. — 

But the Times goes even further than this. 
It is not content with exposing the Hoxm 
designs, but calls upon all reputable Demo- 
crats, upon every man who is earnest in a 
desire for “ reform,” to hold the Democratic 
party of this county, district, and State re- 
sponsible for the Hoxm scandal, and to vote 
against the whole ticket. It says: 

The character, condition, and methods of Horn 
are thoroughly despicable. He hasn't the educa- 
tion, manners, acquaintance with men or business 
to render him fit for the first requisite of a Con- 
greseman; but, if he were a Pirt, the way his nom- 
ination came about should forfeit to him the decent 
support of the district. Not only that, but decent

A Heavily-Laden Coal Train Runs into 
a Passenger Train. 


Nine Persons Killea and Twenty- 
five Terribly Bruised. 


A False Alarm of Fire in a San 
Francisco Theatre Causes 
a Panic. 


Twenty Persons Killed Outright, and 
That Number Injured. 


TELESCOPED. 

Scranton, Pa., Oct. 31.—The fearful accident 
on the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Rail- 
road last night occurred at a small station 
known as Lehigh Summit, on the Peconomo 
Mountain, twenty miles from Scranton. 

The regular afternoon train to New York and 
Philadelphia, consisting of seventeen passenger 
coaches drawn by three engines, had about 
1,200 passengers on board, principally bound 
for the Centennial Exhibition. The train was, 
it appears, two hours behind time, and reaching 
the Summit shortly after 8 o’clock, stopped to 
take water from the tank. While there a heavy 
coal-train drawn by three engines ran into the 
rear of the passenger-train, telescoping two of 
the cars through and through and breaking five 
others. 

The scenes that ensued were heartrending, 
although by a most miraculous circumstance 
the number of killed was but few.

Pal- 
mieri’s Leonora was a very forcible and intense 
piece of acting, and so far as vocalization 
was concerned she gave the florid 
music of her role with great passion and a rich, 
broad volume of tone which was equal to every 
vocal demand. If the personation was not 
equal to her Norma, t was only because the 
absurdly high tragedy character of Leonora is so 
infinitely inferior to that of Norma. Brignoli 
was warmly and cordially welcomed in his old 
role of Manrico, which he has sungso many times 
in this city, and he never sang it better than last 
evening. if there were any who went expecting 
to find the great tenor’s voice worn and in its 
decadence, they were most happily disappointed. 
It had all its old sweetness and E, and 
his sforzandos were given with all the old 
force and beauty. There was even an improve- 
ment noticeable in his singing, especially in the 
earnestness and intensity with which he deliv- 
ered his music and the care with which he de- 
claimed the recitativés,—a point to.which, as 
will be remembered, he Wed to give but little 
attention.

THE ROSS CASE. 


Hearing of Supposed Implicated Parties in 
Philadelphia---Some Interesting Letters. 
Samuel A. Benners, who was arrested in Harris- 

burg for alleged implications in the Ross abduction 

case, was before Magistrate Collins, in 

Philadelphia, on Thursday, as were also dames 

Pickett and Sarah Brown, alias Dutch Sal.“ Mr. 

C. K. Ross fret testified to the abduction of his 

son Charley on July 1, 1874, and detailed features 


of the search for him. Walter Ross stated that 
himself and brother were stolen by. two men on 
the date named. He afterward went to New x ork 
and saw the dead bodies of the men whose on 
they had been taken away in. — tag: Mosher 
and Douglass, who had been shot at/Bay Ridge. 

Lieut, Givin, of the First Police District, swore 
that on Sept. 2, a colored man named Nelson Parker 
had given information of a band-of thieves who 

in Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 
ad formerly been associated with Mosher 
ugiass. One of these men was said to be 
Benners, alias Babb, alias Shaw, alias Draper, un- 
der which names Parker had known him. Mrs. 
Brown was said to keep a house in State street, 
Harrisburg. where Pickett and Benners sometimes 
sto and which was known as a thieves’ resort. 
On Sept. 20 Lieut. Givin, one of his officers, and 
Parker proceeded to Harrisburg, surrounded the 
house, and captured Benners, Pickett, and the 
woman, the former r ed with a robbery 
committed in Camden, The three prisoners were 
then brought to Philadelphia, 

Parker, the principal witness, was then.eworn. 
He stated he had known Benners under the names 
of George Youslin, Shaw, Babb, and De Hart. 
Pickett he knewas Doc“ Bell, who was a - 
dler of patent-medicines, together with one Han- 
dolph and a George Wright. Benners forged two 
notes while in Harrisburg, which witness indorsed 
and got the money upon. Witness was afterward 
arrested fur forgery, and sentenced to three years in 
the Eastern Penitentiary, which time he served 
out. While in jail several letters were received ad- 
dressed to him under tbhealias of Williams, all 
written by Benners. ) 

These letters were read in evidence, and shown 
to Parker to identify Benners’ handwriting. In 
one of these letters he promised to get Parker re- 
leased, ving, as he said, got a jewel worth 
$5,000, and the owner would have to come up to 
recover it. Further letters followed, saying that 
Mosher and Douglass were running a powder-wag- 
on; that Parker's house had been sold, but another 
would be procured for him. 

Other letters referred to ‘*‘ Sal's” arrest and the 
movements of parties known to Parker and the 
writer, giving an account of their whereabouts and 
how they were doing; also stating that he had made 
several tapes (robberies), and had netted consid- 
erable cash. He also promised to take good care of 
Parker (or Williams, as he was then known), and 
had sent him boxes containing different articles. 
Similar attention had been shown witness by Ben- 
ners’ friends while Benners was out of town. Other 
letters received from time to time kept Parker post- 
ed as to Benners’ movements, his luck, and where 
he intended to go.

got to the end of himself, and this isthe very man 
amongst them all that Christ is most interested in. 
That is always the way with Him; you'll always 
find Him where He is the most needed; but that 
isn’t the way with the rest of us. If we were only 
like the Master, we should oftener be found in 
oy ee prisons, and at the bedside of the sick 
and dying. Ona of the Lord's angels once carried 
a bouquet to a man in a hospital. He took the 
flowers in his hand, emelt of them, and seemed to 
be quite delighted with their beauty and fragrance. 
Then he said to the lady who brought them. III 
had vy known how much good a bunchof flowers 
would do a poor sick — would have carried a 
good many to the hospi myself. 

I remember reading a story about a man who 
broke his leg, but was laid up in his own house.
